THE RECENT DEATH FATHER 
ROBERT DRINAN THE FIRST 
ROMAN CATHOLIC PRIEST 


to serve as a voting member of Congress, rep- 
resenting Newton and other suburbs west of 
Boston for 10 years beginning in 1971 — offers 
not only an opportunity to remember and cel- 
ebrate his principled political spirit, but also 
cause to recollect the sorry state of affairs that 
led to his election. 

Drinan, then the dean of Boston College 
Law School, ran and was elected to the House 
of Representatives as an insurgent Democrat 
opposed to the unpopular war in Vietnam, a 
conflict begun in earnest by Democratic presi- 
dent Lyndon Johnson, but recklessly expanded 
and criminally prosecuted by his Republican 
successor, Richard Nixon. 

Although Nixon was driven from office by 
the threat of impeachment — a result of the 
White House-sponsored burglary of the Demo- 
cratic National Committee offices in the Water- 
gate office complex his secret and unconsti- 
tutional bombing of Cambodia was a far more 
grievous offense. 

Then, as now, Congress was too cowardly 
to cut an imperial presidency down to size. 
But Drinan, a true voice crying in the wilder- 
ness, was unafraid of the gangster then in 
the White House, and unfazed by his Demo- 
cratic colleagues who feared going to battle 
with a president who, in 1973, still enjoyed 
widespread political popularity. 

In July of that year, Drinan introduced 
a resolution to impeach Nixon for the high 
crime of secretly bombing Cambodia — that 
is, illegally waging war without congressional 
approval. No one had the guts to co-sponsor 
Drinan’s resolution. 

A year later, Watergate caught up with 
Nixon. And as a member of the House Judi- 
ciary Committee, Drinan played an active role 
in forcing Nixon's exit. Still, Drinan was dis- 
mayed that the greater crime would go unpun- 
ished. “How,” Drinan asked, “can we impeach 
the president for concealing a burglary but not 
for concealing a massive bombing?” 

Less well remembered was Drinan’s ardent 
support for reproductive choice. As a Catholic 
priest, Drinan was personally opposed to abor- 
tion. As an elected representative, he fought 
for legislation to protect a woman’s right to 
choose. widely thought that Drinan’s 
stance this issue led Pope John Paul for- 
bid clerics from holding elected office, a move 
that led Drinan, a Jesuit, to dutifully retire 
from Congress. 

As a politician, Drinan was unusually 
irreverent. wanted run for Congress un- 
der the banner “Vote for Father Drinan or Go 
to Hell.” His young campaign manager, John 
Kerry (who 14 years later would win election to 
the US Senate), persuaded Drinan to adopt the 
tamer but still witty line “Father Knows Best.” 

Drinan’s legacy is still alive in Massachusetts 
politics. His carapaign, along with the political

When Manuel Rivera unexpectedly and un- 


ceremoniously backed out of his appointment 


as Boston’s next school chief, he did the city 
a favor — a painful one, but a favor nonethe- 
less. His bogus and self-serving explanations 
aside, Rivera did not have the political skill 
and sense of mission required to consolidate 
the gains of the Payzant era while wrestling 
with the host of challenges that demand im- 
mediate attention. 

If there is a criticism that can be leveled 
at the mayor, the School Committee, and 
the search committee that found Rivera, it is 
that in vigorously recruiting him they failed 
identify his inner prima donna and assess 
his egotism. Had city officials failed to get 
Rivera, they would have been criticized. Yet 
having obtained him, only to have him turn 


around and screw the city, they’re now being 
criticized as a matter of course. It’s hard to 
win in this impossibly tough town. 

But it is not hard to recognize those on 
the Boston City Council who want to turn 


the city’s school administration into a politi- 


cal circus hopes furthering their own 
political careers. The self-serving and ill- 
informed attacks that spewed forth from a 
variety of councilors once again underscore 


the importance of maintaining an appointed 


school committee that is insulated — to 
some degree — from the more stooge-like 
elements of city politics. 

Mayor Menino should resist the political 
pressure to turn the next search into a public 
spectacle. Hiring top-level talent is tricky 
business, and it requires confidentiality. De- 
spite criticism from political soreheads who 
were wisely excluded from the first process, 
an adequate range of appropriate representa- 
tion was employed. It’s time to ignore those 


self-servers who focus on the process in hopes 


gaining sliver influence. It’s time 
hire a top-notch superintendent. And this 


time, Boston needs one who will show up for

On Monday, Harvard researchers kicked a 
hornets’ nest that has been buzzing in the 
art world since the discovery of 32 drippy ab- 
stract paintings claimed to be previously un- 
known works by Jackson Pollock. Alex Mat- 
ter said he found them in his late father’s 


Long Island storage building in 2002. His 
account was plausible because his parents 
were pals of the famed abstract expression- 
ist, but big bucks are involved — a Pollock 
sold for $11.7 million in 2004 — so there was 
also much skepticism. My favorite develop- 
ment was when a physicist pronounced 
them phony based on fractal analysis of the 
patterns in Pollock paintings, only to have 
another physicist testify that the first guy’s 
methods were crap. 

The Harvard team compared the materi- 
als in three paintings to their patent dates. 
The first used brown paint “developed in 
the early 1980s.” The second was made with 
paint “most likely not available until 1962 or 
1963.” The third used orange paint “not avail- 
able until 1971.” Unfortunately, Pollock died 
when he crashed his convertible near his 
Long Island home in 1956. 

It seemed, sadly, that the debate was 
over. Harvard conservation scientist 
Narayan Khandekar says of the third paint- 
ing: “Anything on top of that orange paint 
was not done prior to '71. We can’t say any- 
thing about what was done underneath.” A 
blurry photo I've seen suggests that nearly 
the whole painting is atop that orange. 

Matter, as well as Pollock scholar Ellen 
Landau, promptly issued statements saying 
Harvard may have misdated the paint and 
focused too much on a painting contaminat- 
ed by recent restorations. Meanwhile, some 


suggest Alex Matter’s “Pollocks” are 
works by his mom's art students. 
We'll get a chance to examine them 
ourselves in September, when Boston 
College’s McMullen Museum open: 
an exhibit about Pollock and the 
Matters — which will include 25 of 
the disputed “Pollocks.” 

In the meantime, I think wild 
speculation is called for. Briefly I eyed 
Norman Rockwell. He painted a fake 
Pollock for a Saturday Evening Post cover 
in 1962; there’s even a photo of him 
mimicking Pollock's painting stance. 
But, alas, Rockwell died in 1978. So 
now I’m thinking there’s a zombie 
Pollock, which explains the recent 
materials and what Landau calls 
“amazing knowledge of Pollock’s 
working methods.” The zombie 

ollock’s stiff zombie elbow would 
explain the fractal thing. I imagine 
Zombie Pollock staggering about 
Long Island dripping paint here and 
there when he’s not busy munching 
on human brains. 

In any case, the Pollock debate 
continues in the 2006 documentary 
film Who the #$e% is Jackson Pollack, 
which Boston’s Institute of Contem- 
porary Art screens on February 4 and 
11. It tells of a former truck driver 
who bought a $5 thrift shop paint- 
ing only to find that a finger print 
on the back suggested it may have 
been painted by . . . Jackson Pollock. 
People are still arguing about who 
painted that one too.

Bookie Joint 
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Author reflects the taste 
reindeer blood and other 
things that thrive the cold 


Vendela Vida drank reindeer blood in the 
living room of a Sami healer on her third 
trip to Lapland. “It tastes like electricity,” 
she writes in her fast, dark second novel, Let 
the Northern Lights Erase Your Name, which she’ll 
read from at Harvard Bookstore this Tuesday 
night, February 6. “That's what it reminded 
me of,” she says from California, compar- 
ing it to the way she remembers frigid poles 
tasting in winter, when she'd test to see if 
her tongue really would get stuck. 

“Writing, to me, isa little bit like 
method acting,” she says, explaining why 
she made the trip to northern Scandinavia 
where much of the book is set. The journey 
proved crucial for the novel: Vida 
The Believer magazine and teacher with 
San Francisco’s youth writing organization, 
826 Valencia — had gotten plot-stuck in the 


middle of Northem Lights. To find her way 
through to the rest of the book, she traced 
the path her protagonist Clarissa follows. Af- 
ter her father dies of a heart attack, Clarissa 
discovers that he was not, in fact, her real fa- 
ther, and, subsequently, that she is not who 
she thought she was. She leaves her New 
York life, including the fiancé who'd kept 
the truth about her father from her, flies to 
Helsinki, and on to the far, dark north to 
trace her Sami roots. The writing is marked 
by both urgency and a leaden sense of loss. “I 
wanited to be really true to what Clarissa was 
going through as she traveled,” Vida says.

Way go, Newsweek. America’s lead- 
ing health-fad-and-campaign-dreck 
news mag named Guilford College, a 
Quaker school in North Carolina, the 
“hottest for social conscience” in 
2006. Right cue, the school be- 
came the site the first ever football- 
Islam hate crime, opening the door 
whole new world unacceptable 
beer-fueled behavior for America’s 
athletes. 

least five, and possibly six, 
members the football team were in- 
volved in an altercation with three 
Palestinian students last week. The 
athletes were accused beating the 
Palestinian students with fists, feet, 
and brass knuckles, and yelling 
variety epithets, including “teror- 
rists,” at them. They were charged 
with assault, battery, and “ethnic in- 
timidation,” North Carolina’s name 
for its state hate-crimes law. The FBI 
said to be investigating whether feder- 
al civil-rights statutes were violated. 

In the wake of the attack, stu- 
dents erected a “community scare- 
crow” in the middle of the campus 
quad effigy with mop hair 
and cardboard-box face upon 
which students were invited to 
“write your definition communi- 
ty.” yet, the community scare- 
crow has not inspired any new at- 
tacks, but one would assume this 
remains possibility. 

This appears the first 
post-9/11 sports attack against Mus- 
lims. Not that there haven’t been 
some ugly, racially charged inci- 
dents our past. One that flew rela- 
tively under the radar was a Novem- 
ber 2004 incident which number 
of Oregon State University football 
players assaulted a white National 
Guardsman, apparently for being 
married to a black woman. There 
was also Duke-lacrosse-team rape 
suspect Collin Finnerty, who was ar- 
rested for punching a man, appar- 
ently for being gay. And in 2003, 
there was incident Rockdale, 
Texas, which young boy with 
gender-identity issues committed 
suicide; it is believed he was at- 
tacked and urinated members 


his school’s football team just pri- 
his death. 

Guilford College has long history 
reaching out Muslim communi- 
ties around the world, and has taken 
many exchange students from the 
Middle East. result, protests 
from the Muslim community have 
been somewhat stifled. Within the 
student body, however, there have 
been boycotts and candlelight vigils. 

The three Palestinian students 
suffered a variety of injuries: one had 
broken nose; another, broken 
jaw. All have been released from the 
hospital. Meanwhile, the father of 
one the accused football players 
has released photo purportedly 
showing bruise his son’s back 
the shape belt-buckle, and 
claims that the incident was more 
two-sided than has been reported. 

Either way, six football players 
fighting three Palestinians, late, in 
prime beer-consumption territory 
Saturday night, sounds like pretty bad 
math. hate crime scores automat- 
our sports-crime rating sys- 
tem, but drop pending the 
release of more definite information.

Oddly, when asked 
bring the items the campus police 
station, Sullivan refused, telling po- 
lice pick them themselves.

Last year men- 
tioned the plight Wisconsin de- 
fensive back Jack Ikegwuonu, who 
was busted for breaking into 
apartment DeKalb, Wisconsin, 
steal Xbox. Plus, current 
Philadelphia Eagle and former 
Florida State CrimiNole Broderick 
Bunkley was clipped college for 
allegedly stealing Xbox from 

Nal-Mart.

AMID THE LATEST CUTBACKS, DEJECTION REIGNS THE GLOBE 


The agonized tone Baron’s memo 
suggested real regret; among other 
things, praised the foreign 
correspondents all whom will 
offered other jobs at the paper — and 
explained that eliminating their posi- 
tions would allow the Globe preserve 
dozen or so other jobs. (Once the latest 
cuts are implemented, the Globe news- 
room will have about 395 employees; by 
way of comparison, the Boston Herald has 
105.) Still, he tried to close on an upbeat 
note. “We remain positioned for another 
year of outstanding journalism,” Baron 
wrote, “with robust local coverage, ambi- 
tious plans for the presidential cam- 
paign, and continued strength in sports, 
arts, business, features, Washington 
coverage, and many other areas. You can 
also expect even more aggressive initia- 
tives online.” But these assurances seem 
have fallen flat. “The mood despon- 
dent,” says one Globe staffer. “People are 
sad. seeing the death the Globe 
that many of us who’ve been there a long 
time grew with, and what’s going 
to emerge in the spring is going to bea 
really different paper.”

STANDARD? 

Of course, that’s par for the course 
these days. The examples vary: some 
are laughable (the Providence Journal cut 
in-house writing awards and pizza 
luncheons), some depressing (the 
Philadelphia Inquirer laid off 68 newsroom 
employees the start 2006), some 
tragically inspiring (LA Times editor Dean 
Baquet quit to protest cuts ordered by 
corporate parent Tribune Co). Still, the 
lesson remains the same. Thanks 
assortment problems the rise 
the Internet, the corresponding decline 
newspaper circulation and advertis- 
ing revenue, and corporate ownership’s 
insistence hefty profit margins the 
newspaper business just isn’t what 
used be. And neither are bunch 
once-proud newspapers. 

The Globe’s situation is unique, how- 
ever. Cities all across the are seeing 
their prized local institutions includ- 
ing their newspapers closed, scaled 
back, or subsumed by out-of-town 
owners. But Boston prefers think 
isn’t like other cities: New York 
our intellectual and cultural rival, 
tell ourselves. Which makes the 
shrinking the Globe (by New York 
institution, no less!) rankle all the 
more. True, the cuts would probably 
even harsher the paper were owned 
Tribune Gannett the would-be 
local ownership group led Jack Welch 
and Jack Connors. But the fact that 
the orders for downsizing are coming 
from Manhattan and that com- 
parable sacrifice being asked the 
New York Times itself suggests that, 
long the current ownership arrange- 
ment persists, the Globe destined for 
second-class citizenship. know the 
industry hurting across the board,” 
says another Globe staffer. “But here in 
Boston, feel that the Times Co. squan- 
dered the Globe brand and now will- 
ing kill off whatever left 
further their own financial interests.” 

While it’s natural for Globe employ- 
ees pine for the past, and rail 
against the Times Co., there’s a case 
made for revamped newspaper 
that looks more Boston and less 
the rest of the world. (In the aforemen- 
tioned memo, Baron promised that 
reporters and photographers would 
still sent overseas for “special proj- 
ects and selected major events.”) The 
argument goes like this: since today’s 


readers can get their international 
news online, instantaneously, from 

a number of resource-rich sources 

— from Fox News to CNN to the BBC 
to the Times — the Globe should cede 
foreign reporting to these outlets and 
focus instead on providing outstand- 
ing local coverage, whether it’s the 
paper Boston.com. 

Kevin Convey, editor of the Boston 
Herald, the Globe’s cross-town tabloid 
rival, calls the shuttering of the for- 
eign bureaus “bad for the Globe and 
bad for the business,” but adds: “It 
doesn’t make any sense, as a busi- 
ness proposition, for the Globe to con- 
tinue operate foreign bureaus 
even their huge Washington bureau 
— when, in fact, they’re owned by 
the paper that sets the gold standard 
in those things. They’re going to 
redouble their effort to be a better 
local paper, as we’re trying to do.” 

Granted, Convey has a vested 
interest in this argument, since it 
theoretically evens the playing field 
between the Herald and the Globe, 
which has always had far vaster 
ambitions. Still, there’s some merit 
it. like the Herald, and appar- 
ently like the Globe you have 
other choice, it’s probably worth 
embracing. That said, the downside 
the Globe’s recent moves shouldn’t 
glossed over. 

For starters, the Globe will now 
asking readers pay the same 
amount money for product with 
less original content. That’s counter- 
intuitive. (Of course, charging 
for the newspaper but providing 
free online.) Another concern is more 
subtle: given its diminished foreign 
and national interests the Globe’s 
national desk closed in 2005, during 
the last round job-cutting will 
management find harder attract 
and keep young reporters? 
“When you thought before about 
coming the Globe, you knew that 
there were only few foreign corre- 
spondent jobs the paper,” says one 
staffer. “But they were there and 
made more than regular paper.” 
However, from a managerial stand- 
point, there’s possible upside here, 
too: reporter dreams reporting 
from Jerusalem the detriment 
his her coverage the Boston 
Public Schools, say his her wan- 
derlust might curtailed. Then 
again, that person might just quit. 
And potential placements who dream 
one day reporting from Europe 
Africa might not apply the paper 
the future. 

The most ominous aspect the do- 
what-others-can’t argument, though, 
this: doesn’t stop here. Take 
the Washington, DC, bureau 
— which, for now, has eight reporters, 
bureau chief, and deputy bureau 
chief. When asked bureau chief Peter 
Canellos was concerned about 
possible cutbacks DC, replied: 
received full assurances that 
the leadership the Globe complete- 
committed the bureau. addi- 
tion, they’ll adding substantial 
amount people from Boston cover 
at any given time, he said. Canellos 
also stressed that the Globe’s bureau 
works cover several issues with inti- 
mate connections Boston, including 
health care, law, education, global 
health, and development. 

Tailoring coverage the capitol 
issues near and dear Boston makes 
sense, course. Hypothetically 


speaking, though, Canellos could prob- 
ably find way this with half the 
staff he has today — especially if some 
the gaps Washington coverage 
were filled similar coverage drawn 
from the Times. For that matter, once 
Mitt Romney’s done running for presi- 
dent, what’s keeping the Globe from 
getting nearly all of its DC coverage 
from the Times? After all, Boston-based 
reporters specializing in health care or 
higher education or other subjects with 
acute local relevance could simply local- 
ize the Times’ stories necessary. 

And the argument goes beyond 
Washington, too. Does the Globe sports 
section need reporters at the Super 
Bowl when the Patriots play- 
ing? At the World Series when the Red 
Sox are absent? For that matter, take 
the paper’s talented film reviewers, Ty 
Burr and Wesley Morris. Personally, I'd 
rather read their stuff than the mate- 
rial written Times counterparts. Then 
again, there’s nothing inherently local 
about what Burr and Morris do. Does 
that make them a luxury the Globe can 
do without? 

Finally, there’s industry-wide 
concern linked this kind think- 
ing. media outlets like the 
turn inward, that might ultimately 
help their bottom line. But what about 
journalism in general? Ideally, more 
reporters working particular beat 
means more competition for good sto- 
which, turn, should good 
for readers and viewers and listeners. 
Case in point: plenty of journalists 
cover the capitol, but was the 
Charlie Savage who fully explored 
President George Bush’s reliance 
presidential signing statements 
April 2006, devastating effect. How 
many good stories will unreported 
more media outlets commit 
thinking smaller? 


GLASS HALF FULL

(Boston’s daily 
and Sunday circulation dropped seven 
and percent, respectively, between 
April and September 2006, to 386,000 
and 587,000; the national declines for 
this period were 2.8 and 3.4 percent.

DID LAST WEEKEND’S MARCH WASHINGTON MARK NEW SURGE STREET 
ACTIVISM THE WANING OLD-SCHOOL PROTEST STYLE?

tone point early on in last weekend’s anti-war 
rally Washington, DC, speaker instructed the 
crowd, which was facing en masse toward the 
Capitol Building, to look in the other direction — 
toward the White House, the State Department, 
the Justice Department, and the Pentagon and then 
turn back around. The purpose the exercise was remind 
the energized multitude Saturday’s message was direct- 
not the occupants other buildings, but very 
specific audience: the newly elected Democratic Congress. 

For the first time since before the war began March 
19, 2003, many who stood on the Mall holding signs and pe 
chanting slogans felt confident that they would heard, 
not the president, but Congress. “For me, all boiled 
over when the president announced that were going 
have troop surge, after the election clearly showed that 
was not what America wants,” said Carol Castleberry, a 54- 
year-old who came from Tampa join the demonstration. 

recent Newsweek poll supports Castleberry’s view. 
shows that percent Americans believe that Congress 
isn’t doing enough challenge the Bush 
policies Iraq. Not mention the fact that the president’s 
own approval ratings are all-time low (not just for 
him, but for presidential-approval ratings overall) of 30 
percent. What’s more, one five Republicans said they 
wished Bush's presidency was over. One of those is Tampa 
native Todd Peterson, also 54, who held sign that read:

Saturday’s event was the first major public demonstra-

Take, for 
example, the map sent out by protest organizers United for 
Peace and Justice (UPJ) before the rally, which designated 
areas for various “contingents,” including “Lesbian/gay/

“Women say pull out,” and “Stop global warming/no more 
oil wars.” There was even area specifically set aside for 
“Peace groups,” which, although was intended for philo- 
sophical pacifists, seemed rather redundant. 

Vietnam was very much the air and people’s 
minds and not just because “Hanoi Jane” Fonda spoke. 
Aside from mainstream media outlets constantly compar- 
ing Saturday’s crowd the size 1969’s anti-war masses 
(DC officials declined to give a formal crowd estimate, but 
most approximations were more than 150,000, far less 
than the half-million cited by organizers), there was the 
group excited youths who stormed the Capitol Building 
around 1:30 pm, the rest the rally participants were 
getting ready begin their snaking march.

MEN, WOMEN, DRAGON DEMAND PEACE 


The march against the Iraq War on Saturday in Washington turned out tens of 
thousands of people, but did it crash the Capitol? Its virtual counterpart did

in-world” time), some 126 ava- 


tars stormed virtual Capitol Hill in the online world of Second Life demanding an end 
to the war. Undeterred by a desolate Hill, the virtual activists (in all shades of biue, 
pink, and pixie) waved disproportionately large signs calling for withdrawal, impeach- 
ment, and an end to French fascism. You would have hardly mistaken it for an old- 
fashioned “meat space” rally. When the avatars marched around the fake mall under 
the world's bloated orange moon, they couldn't talk because they were too busy 
walking. Sometimes their signs dragged on the ground and their clothing blipped off. 
Later, at the height of the rally, a huge red anarchist dragon hovered near the Capitol 


Dome to throw his support behind the effort. 


In this online world, protestors create a scene not by raising a thunderous col- 
lective chant, but by getting so many people to teleport to the same spot that part 
of the system crashes. By that measure this peace rally was a resounding suc- 
cess. Most sims (or areas) in Second Life can only hold about 100 avatars. So when 
Monday's demonstration got crazy, it also got exclusive. Some people who were 
bumped out when their computers crashed get back in. was sort like 


getting stuck on the lame side of a police blockade. 


“We had envisioned doing something small and symbolic until last week, when 
we realized that we had clearly touched a nerve in the Second Life community,” said 
Ruby Sinreich, a/k/a “Ruby Glitter,” a real-world activist who helped organize the 
faux-world rally. “Although we can’t vote in Second Life, we can raise awareness and 


connect people and show our strength.” 


Could politics in the land of genital shopping malls eventually affect the real 
world? “My short answer for anything regarding Second Life is, ‘i have no idea;” says 
Nancy Scola (a/k/a “Nancy Mandelbrot”), a freelance journalist and former policy 
adviser for ex-Virginia governor Mark Warner, who arranged an in-world public meet- 
ing for Warner as he considered a run for the presidency last year. That same year, 
Scola authored the article “Avatar Politics: The Social Applications of Second Life” for 
the Institute for Politics, Democracy & the Internet, in Washington, DC. “One of the 
things that Second Life needs in order for political activism to work is critical mass, 
and you're starting to see that, just more and more people are jumping in. You 
can actually draw people interest rather than where they happen located. 
There are plenty of creative people who are going to figure out interesting political 
ways to use Second Life. | don't think we've really even begun to see what that is yet.”

Drum bass, offshoot reggae-in- 
spired jungle in the UK, is not necessarily in vogue 
among today’s tastemakers. But that hasn’t kept 
from thriving, and Boston has long been known 
bass mecca, primarily thanks the con- 
tinuing efforts Lenore and company keep 
things bouncing. And bounce they do. think that 
there are people who have come Elements since 
they were years old,” Lenore jokes. “No, seriously, 
just went fast. Hard believe.” 

The syncopated rhythm drum bass leads 
particular dancing style, kind skank that this 
crowd has been practicing for years. The dance floor 
fills with diverse range ragers, and they all 
move time the beat. Next the club’s huge 
bass cabinets, a cadre of heads nod in time to 
Crook’s filtered beats. “The system can handle lot 
of bass,” writes Lenore, who gives a shout-out to 
sound engineer BLAKE COURTNEY. drum bass 
Dj must be technically fit because the rhythms, 
sometimes topping 180 beats per minute, can move 
faster than the wrist. Crook works the equalizers 
heighten the tension, with high-end and midrange 
sounds cutting and out the soundscape like 
liquid swords. To the drum 'n’ bass community, 
such manipulation known “rinsing.” 

The Thursday party has lot talent lined up: 
local whiz STATIC tonight (February 1), NICKDAWG on 
February 8, and then world-class names from the 
UK in the form of TOTAL SCIENCE (a/k/a Jason Creen- 
halgh and Paul Smith), who come from the Metal- 
headz crew, perhaps the world’s best-known drum 
‘n’ bass collective. The duo jump off February 22.

onventional wisdom has it that 
the growing democratization 
music brought on by the digital 

age has decreased our collective 

musical attention span. We have 
much free access music that 
song doesn't grab us straight away, we 
can call another with the click 
mouse. On the surface, that makes a sur- 
vival-of-the-fittest (or fastest) sense. But 
the recent success of a number of indie- 
rock artists suggests that people are still 
putting some effort into listening. Some 
of the most celebrated indie albums of 
the past couple of years — Joanna New- 
som’s Ys (Drag City) and Animal Collec- 
tive’s Feels (Fat Cat), for two — are grow- 
ers, albums that seep under the skin dur- 
ing repeated play. Anyone who tells you 
she fell love with either first 
listen is probably lying. But enough peo- 
ple delved into those albums that when 
Newsom and AC last came through town, 
they had problem packing big venues 
— the Somerville Theatre and Avalon, re- 
spectively. 

Now you can add AC’s Brooklyn 
brethren Crizzly Bear the list indie 
artists who defy shrinking attention spans. 
Their sophomore effort, Yellow House 
(Warp), most certainly grower. Like 
and Feels, favors long, complex songs 
trad-pop verse/chorus/verse structures be 
damned and unconventional instrumen- 
tation. Its catchiest hooks reveal them- 
selves gradually the songs twist and turn 
through odd sonic landscapes wind in- 
struments, strings, and electronics.

Although there are some long instru- 
mental passages Yellow House and much

And though much what’s been writ- 
ten about Yellow House has focused the 
deft use “space” and “atmosphere,” it’s 
the attention those basic pop-music el- 
ements melody and harmony that 
makes the album rewarding.

Jarvis still Jarvis Cocker Jarvis

During the heyday the Kinks, Ray 
Davies wrote with compassion about peo- 
ple small towns clinging faded way 
life. Since the ’90s, Jarvis Cocker has been 
both his opposite and his brother under the 
skin. Hailing from Sheffield South York- 
shire, the city which founded Pulp 
1978 (at age 15) and led them till 2002, Cocker 
has always covered more urban territory than 
Davies. And his capacity for empathy has al- 
ways been equaled his talent for withering 
contempt. Put this way: Davies may have 
loathed himself for wishing like David 
Watts; Cocker, sick of being made to feel envy 
for upper-class prats, wants Watts dead. 

And yet Cocker’s lovingly nurtured sense 
being outsider, his fine-tuned sense 
class hatred (see Pulp’s People”), 
has been grounded unsentimental reck- 
oning what means live with defeat. 
Which why, after Pulp finally achieved pop 
success with the 1996 album Different Class 
(reissued late last year deluxe two-disc im- 
port Universal), they followed with 
the bleak, bitter This Is Hardcore (also reissued 
last year), dissection failure. 

Jarvis (Rough Trade UK), Cocker’s first solo 
disc, may be the richest work he’s done, and 
though it’s yet get proper release, it’s 
the best pop album heard the past year. 
It’s not that the scorn gone not with ti- 
Auschwitz Ipswich.” And not with the furi- 
ous hidden track, “Ruling the World” (or, 
should be more accurately called, “Cunts Are 
Still Ruling the World”).

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Dir extreme metal

Dir Grey filled the token “for- 
eign-language weirdos” slot for- 
mer home of Rammstein — on last year’s 
Family Values Tour. A Japanese band 
affiliated with the glam-like “visual-kei” 
movement in their homeland, they start- 
out dressing like something out 
William Gibson novel, with anti-gravity 
hair, make-up reminiscent of the late- 
"80s act E-Z-O, and androgynous, mostly 
black clothes. Each member is known by 
a single name, but it could be that only 
the two — Kyo and Kaoru — written in 
kanji on CD sleeves are real; the others 
appear Western text. The look has 
evolved into more stripped-down, tradi- 
tional punk-metal style over the years, an 
evolution matched by the music. 

Dir En Grey, who headline Avalon this 
Wednesday, are more powerful now than 
ever, and they’ve embarked on a full-on 
assault of America. Their videos are edit- 
with seizure-inducing precision, 
cramming together images that would 
make Bjork and her visual-artist partner, 
Matthew Barney, weep with envy. 
“Saku,” from last year’s Withering to Death 
(Freewill), was recently crowned best 
video of 2006 by MTV’s Headbangers Ball 
viewers. And inspired fans cre- 
ate their own Dir En Crey videos: a curso- 
search YouTube turns some awe- 
somely obsessive homemade clips, some 
of them sophisticated enough to include 
anime fight scenes. 

But describing the sound and the 
style of Dir En Crey has never been easy. 
Their first four albums, released only in 
japan, included everything from ex- 
treme metal to prog pop. They've always 
been raw and aggressive, and Withering to 
Death (originally released in Japan in 
2005) is dominated by their more metal- 
lic leanings, with guitarists Kaoru and

Die leading the way as drummer Shinya 
punishes his kit and vocalist Kyo howls, 
barks, and screeches.

The 
first single, “Agitated Screams Mag- 
gots,” headlong assault squealing 
thrash riffs, unhinged blood-in-the-throat 
howls, and jackhammer drums. 

In their homeland, Dir En Crey’s con- 
certs are events. They’ve been known to 
book two-night stands — one night for fe- 
male fans only, the second for male fans. 
In 2002, following the release of their 
third album, Kisou, they played five con- 
secutive nights: the first was a standard 
set, but each of the following three fo- 
cused particular album, which they 
played from beginning to end. And for the 
final night, they gave fans a preview of 
the then unreleased Vulgar. All of which 
has helped build anticipation among the 
Dir Grey faithful for what they have 
their collective sleeve their first big

SOUL MAN At 20, Nutini sounds decades older. 


don’t usually come across all that 

interesting in interviews,” admits 20- 
year-old Paolo Nutini over the phone from 
through my music, you know? I mean, 
when young kid dreaming 
singing stage, you don’t really think 
all the stuff that goes along with it. You 
don’t anticipate doing interviews all day.” 
He stops and laughs. “Man, listen to me. 
My dad’s probably at home” — that’s Pais- 
ley, Scotland, where his pop runs fish- 
and-chips shop his hundredth 
bag of chips today.

Nutini, who's at the Paradise this 
Saturday, plays the sort of semi-acoustic 
white-guy soul rock proffered De- 
Graw and John Mayer: catchy, sturdily 
constructed tunes with enough instru- 
mental jam to impress music-school grads 
but not so much that it turns off radio lis- 
teners. The voice, though, sets him apart:

who looks 14 but sounds decades older, as 
if Van Morrison had come back reincarnat- 
sweet in equal measure, his vocals give 
These Streets unexpected durability. 
couple songs —“Last Request,” where 
beseeches his lady let hold 
you,” and “Jenny Don’t Be Hasty,” in which 
he tells Jenny, “Don’t treat me like a baby” 
your favorite watering hole since before 
you can remember. 


Nutini says he’s pretty tired the fuss 
being made over this young-old dichotomy;

or me, the signature Mili Bermejo 

moment came cocktail party for 

the now late-lamented Boston Globe 

Jazz Festival back in the early ‘90s. 

There was free booze, hors d’oeuvre, 
noise. But above the chatter found myself 
drawn gravity across the room 
woman singing quietly with just bass 
and piano accompaniment. 

At the time, Mili was pretty much 
alone her fusion styles. Amid the 
range of salsa and bossa (this was 
pre-Buena Vista Social Club), she was the 
only one blending all the vocal music 
the Spanish-speaking Americas folk- 
loric, pop, nueva all informed 
jazz.

This Tuesday, she and her band, with 
her husband, Dan Greenspan, on bass, 
come to the Berklee Performance Center to 
celebrate the release of De Tierra (Ediciones 
Pentagrama), album they recorded 
Scullers last May. sat down with them 
their Cambridgeport home talk about 
the new album. “The mixing styles 
the story life,” Mili says. “It’s the 
story of my parents, Argentina, where I 
was born, Mexico, where I lived, and this 
third country. hopefully life itself 
takes care of that, making all those 
sounds part me.” 

Mili’s mother, Luz, was an Argentine 
tango singer whom her father, Cuiller- 
mo, part the famous Mexican vocal 
group Trio Calaveras, met 
home, the Bermejos were a famous musi- 
cal family, appearing weekly televi- 
sion show, involved in soundtrack work. 
Mili was trained professional from 
childhood. “My father was very strict 
with voices, very strict with musician- 
ship. couldn’t out tune out 
rhythm or anything like that.

“Mercedes, Omar Portuando, the Celia 
Cruzes — big, powerful women who had 
these incredible voices and incredible mu- 
sicianship, lot depth their expres- 
sion and lot depth their instru- 
ment. Sort like Sarah Ella voices 
that didn’t need nothing!” 

Sosa also represented the ferment 
60s and ’70s Latin America that Mili felt 
Mexico City. “Latin America was sur- 
rounded dictatorships. Cuba had won

the revolution whatever you think 
at this point.” Musicians, artists, scien- 
tists, intellectuals all stripes flowed into 
Mexico City from other countries. “There 
was also renaissance identity places 
like Colombia and Peru Afro-American 
music, Afro-Colombian, Afro-Peruvian — 
the blackness the music was coming 
out.” Along with it came “the idealism, 
and learning write better take 
lyrics deeper place. Love but with 
purpose, a context. Not just political lyrics 
but amazing stories and new ideas told 
through beautiful poetry.” 

Inspired the Sosas and the Portuan- 
dos and the Cruzes, she says, “I didn’t 
a singer. And I never wanted to play exactly 
the tradition things. like know 
them, I like to have them at hand.

You get Mili’s full range “La Se- 
mana,” which begins with just her and 
Ragazzi (on acoustic guitar) ballad 
tempo before shifting into upbeat Cuban 
son mourning life’s fragility the 
opening verse, flying with heedless 
rhythmic dexterity over the carpe diem 
dance section. 

“Bendiciones” (“Blessings”) is the 
most overtly political piece the album, 
and was the most difficult for Mili 
write. Inspired the protests migrant 
workers and other “illegals” last May 1, it 
becomes litany: “Blessings those who 
don’t kill, don’t lie, don’t steal, don’t 
cheat, don’t take away, don’t abuse, don’t 
fear, don’t push.” begins with Dan’s 
somber bass solo before establishing what 
he calls a “Come Together” groove, then 
moves through changes key (minor 
major) and various rhythms, settling on 
the shifting accents the dancelike 
Uruguayan candombe rhythm.

strings. In “Someday” and “Our 
Country” (the latter recently 
scored a Chevrolet spot), the in- 
ventive writing injects some fresh 
air into familiar notions. But it's 
hard to believe that the hilariously 
literal-minded “The Americans” 
isn’t someone skewering Mellen- 
camp's just-folks approach. “I'm 
an American from the Midwest,” 
he announces over a cowpunk 
groove straight out of Steve Earle. 
“When I speak, I have a Southern 
drawl.” Appreciate the honesty, 
but, come on, man.

“White Ink” that wallow in guitar 
effects and wordless vocal reverb, 
then ragged post-punk stompers 
like “Lake Somerset,” a song recall- 
ing early Heat and Liars. Yeah, the 
alternate/alternating track se- 
quence is screwy for the first seven 
songs or so — Deerhunter build mo- 
mentum only to lose it. But it gives 
the album's backside something of 
a black-and-white-to-Technicolor 
moment (or TV to HDTV, if you pre- 
fer): “Spring Hall Convert” com- 
bines Deerhunter’s come-up and 
come-down into the most uplifting 
rock song I've heard in a while, an 
explosion of gritty Velvet down- 
strums and swirling vocal har- 
monies, and right after, on 
“Strange Lights,” Branford Cox pulls 
off heavy lyrics with the support of 
his band’s outsized shimmering 
stomp. “What direction should we 
choose, we're lost and still con: 
fused/I walked into the sun, with 
you the only one” is bald, but it 
does resonate.

Cold War cinema the HFA

‘POETIC HORROR, 
POP EXISTENTIALISM 
AND CHEAP SCI-FI: 
COLD WAR CINEMA 
1948-1964’ 


HARVARD FILM ARCHIVE: FEBRUARY 6-28 


With one exception, the eight movies the 
nifty “Cold War Cinema” series the Har- 
vard Film Archive are popular entertain- 
ments that treat the politics and sociology 
the era variety ways. INVASION U.S.A. 
(1959), RED MENACE (1949), and PICKUP ON 
SOUTH STREET (1953) are anti-Communist ac- 
tion pictures. The stupefyingly clunky ROCK- 
ETSHIP X-M (1950) is a sci-fi cautionary fable 
for the atomic age: the first rocket crew 
bound for the moon falls off course and lands 
on Mars, where a nuclear holocaust has 
wiped out advanced civilization and the 
only inhabitants are cavemen. The 
protagonist of CITY OF FEAR (1959) is a thief 
who steals atomic capsule and has 
tracked down before he can contaminate LA; 
the hero D.0.A. (1950) has swallowed poi- 
son that will off him hours giving 
him just long enough solve his own mur- 
der. PANIC IN THE STREETS (1950) has a classic 
film noir opening: when Greek immigrant 
newly arrived New Orleans walks away 
from poker game with his pockets full, the 
hood whose money won and two stooges 
follow him through the shadowy streets, 
across the tracks, and onto the pier, where 
they shoot him down. But the coroner who 
examines the body finds riddled with 
pneumonic plague, and the health authori- 
ties and the cops have find his killers be- 
fore epidemic erupts. 

Neither the low-rent, engaging 
nor the gripping Panic the Streets (superbly 
staged and shot Elia Kazan, the year be- 
fore turned out Streetcar Named Desire) 
tightly focused Cold War subjects, and 
neither can said offer metaphor for 
Communism nuclear devastation. But 
both belong the Cold War era. The toxin 
ravaging the body the hero 
Frank Bigelow (Edmond O’Brien), is lumi- 
nous, a bizarre, exotic detail that links it to 
a movie like City of Fear. Bigelow can’t harm 
anyone else, the ticking-clock element 
the picture unlike that Panic the Streets 
has with justice, not danger. And 


Panic in the Streets conveys the terror of immi- 
nent disaster that one the distinguish- 
ing features many thrillers the period 
(including sci-fi thrillers like Rocketship X-M), 
though Kazan and the writers, Richard 
Murphy and Daniel Fuchs, contain that fear 
within small band investigators 
mostly the public-health-service doctor 
(Richard Widmark, successfully cast against 
type) and the hard-boiled police captain 
(Paul Douglas) rather than moving the 
phase where the public finds out what’s go- 
ing and mass hysteria ensues. 

That’s only one the ways which Panic 
the Streets unconventional among action 
pictures the early The fact that the 
plague brought into port foreigner 
suggests the air xenophobia that carries 
from anti-Commie pictures with humorless 
T-men heroes into sci-fi sagas like War the 
Worlds where the hostile extraterrestrial visi- 
tors can read symbols for the reds.

Equal 
ly uncertain are the prospects of 
piglet Wilbur (voiced by Dominic 
Scott Kay), who'll put you in 
mind of the superior Babe.

She wants 
Theo to help the cause by hitting 
up his politically powerful 
cousin Nigel (Danny Huston) for 
a travel pass to the coast for a 
mysteriously pregnant young 
woman they're eager to get to 
safety. Against his better judg- 
ment, and not just for the big 
payoff he's offered, Theo agrees, 
and Nigel obliges. So begins a 
harrowing chase that makes

U. One almost overwhelming 
moment of emotion would have 
served the film well as an end- 
ing; that the proceedings contin- 
ue with increasingly archetypal 
scenarios and imagery (a ship 
called Tomorrow?

ccording legend, Nero fiddled 

while Rome burned. Racine’s 

Britannicus, rendered Amer- 

ican Repertory Theatre (at the 

Loeb Drama Center through 
February 11), plays insistent electric 
guitar and Rome but simmers lustful 
intrigue the young ruler’s heart black- 
ens. outgoing artistic director Robert 
Woodruff’s stately yet steamy, highly styl- 
ized production, the talky 17th-century 
French tragedy dramaturg Gideon 
Lester’s words triple mirror, reflecting 
both forward and backward from its own 
historical moment” comes crackling 
life, its ember of an emperor kicked back 
and forth between variously vicious advis- 
ers until flares and crumbles. 

Whatever Harvard University thinks 
Woodruff’s international vision for the 
company has headed for five years, he’s 
superb director, his productions like drift- 
ing Brechtian collages. And there may 
harder test stage man’s mettle than 
Racine’s classical, cautionary tragedies 
this one was written warning still- 
sunny Sun King Louis XIV not the way 
Nero, whose reign, following the duel- 
ing-adolescent events Britannicus, degen- 
erated into one of dilettantism and sado- 
masochistic cruelty. The French author’s 
plays are written long, rationally rea- 
soned speeches that belie their operatic 
emotion though British poet C.H. Sis- 
son’s 1987 translation is both lyrical and 
muscular. 

Woodruff’s staging the seldom-pro- 
duced work flop from its 1669 get-go 
formal yet never static, its trajectory aid- 
jangling, interposed musical styles 
and layers of contemporary paranoia. Nero 
not only guitarist but also filmmaker 
whose cameras not mention human 
spies are everywhere, magnifying the 
fear the budding tyrant engenders. And 
there furtive activity, some incestu- 
ous, every cranny set designer Riccar- 
Hernandez’s near-transparent, contem- 
porarily furnished set: airy triptych 
public space bookended cluttered bed- 
rooms, one for Nero that looks like frat- 
house lair, neater one for his domineering 
mother, Agrippina. Notably essayed the 
late 1990s Diana Rigg, she’s played here 
with snarling relish multiple Obie win- 
ner Joan Macintosh. her low-cut aging- 
floozy wardrobe, may look like 
Ivana Trump, but she’s clearly the Donald. 

The play set early Nero’s 
unlikely happenstance engineered 
Agrippina, who married her uncle, the 
emperor Claudius, and got him adopt 
her son, setting the youth above the em- 
peror’s own son, Britannicus. She clinched 


Nero’s ascendancy getting him married 
to Claudius’s daughter, Octavia, before 
poisoning the stuttering narrator 
Claudius couldn’t reverse himself. Oc- 
tavia does not appear the play, but she 
does this production, tak- 
ing the form mournful mezzo-soprano 
Megan Roth, who, spewing gorgeous 
arias, wanders the palace like the first 
Mrs. Rochester sedatives. 

the piece opens, Nero, tired Oc- 
tavia and anxious gnaw away the Oedi- 
pal apron strings, has ordered the noctur- 
nal abduction Britannicus’s sweetheart, 
Junia — in the person of Merritt Janson a 
punk-coiffed beauty dotted underpants, 
bound chair casters. Agrippina, 
who brokered the betrothal Junia Bri- 
tannicus, displeased. Indeed, this 
scheming dictator proxy displeased 
anything her son does without her express 


command and agitated into fag-puffing 


frenzy the way which her hand- 
picked tutors for him, the philosopher 
Seneca and the old soldier Burrhus, have 
her his Dick Cheney. the ac- 
tion plays out, we see the inchoate if de- 
manding Nero jerked about influential 
elders until it seems certain his actions, for 
good ill, will determined whichev- 
power-hungry guide gets push his 
buttons last. 

But the center the play’s Machiavel- 
lian goings-on are pair innocents, Bri- 
tannicus and Junia. Nero barely out 
adolescence, and Alfredo Narciso — whose 
first on-stage act take shower, 
anointing himself with the contents 
beer bottle brings him canny combi- 
nation sensual insolence and mama’s- 
boy insecurity. But he’s innocent. 
contrast, Kevin O’Donnell’s Britannicus is 
wrenchingly belligerently vulnerable. His 
scenes with Junia — which include the 
painful interview which, knowing Nero 
eavesdropping, she fears show her 
loyalty are like high-school lovers’ spats:

SACRED HEARTS, STATES GRACE 


Among the shows that open each 
season, a few stand out like a pair 
of stiletto heels spotted in a swarm of 
rubber-soled footwear. They're sturdy, 
they're stylish, and the impression they 
make on the landscape has a point. It 
may not be important, but it’s dis- 
cernible. Two such works appeared last 
weekend. 

One is Canadian playwright Colleen 
Curran's Northern Exposure-esque Sacred 
Hearts, which is getting its New England 
premiere from Zeitgeist Stage Company (at 
the BCA Plaza through February 17). Eliza 
Lay's Bridget is a devout Catholic in the hin- 
terlands of Westfalia, Quebec, who has given 
up law school to become a shepherdess. One 
morning while she’s praying at a statue of 
the Virgin Mary, it shifts its position. 
Whether she actually saw it move becomes 
less important than trying to keep the event 
a secret. Fat chance of that once the town 
gossipmongers rip into her like vultures and 
chatter about what it could mean. Word 
soon spreads beyond Westfalia, and religious 
pilgrims start arriving by the busload, leaving 
Bridget to fret that her personal demons will 
exhumed for public consumption. 

The play's colorful brigade include a 
meddling church lady with an instinct for 
capitalism, Bridget’s supportive, govern- 
ment-employed brother, an aloof pastor, a 
ditzy local gal with big journalistic ambi- 
tions, and the local paper's editor, who has 
eyes for Bridget.

With a musical 
ensemble directed by Lee Perlman, the 10 
dancers established atmosphere pro- 
found calm that didn’t change your 
life least made you forget the cold. 

Abel’s dance anything but the thrill- 
packed, angst-driven spectacle that domi- 
nates our stages. That, of course, is the 
point. Influenced by Hindu philosophy 
and yogic physical practice, the dance 
flows along, assimilating crisis and cele- 
bration they were natural features 
landscape. Accompanied Sanskrit 
chanting and Indian-influenced instru- 
mentals, three episodes of what you 
might call life drama are connected by and 
somehow synthesized into the group’s ac- 
tions. Struggle, weakness, grief, even 
love, are subdued and rebalanced against 
the larger, stressless whole. 

basic vocabulary consists 
soft swaying, curling, and stretching. 
The breath impulse behind these simple 
shifts can take the body into traveling, 
tumbling, reaching, and lifting. 
rhythmic impulse, breathing is, but 
each individual generates his her own 
breath cycle, the dancers’ relationship 
the music just approximate. Even 
the sections where the group members 
move unison, you don’t get the feeling 
chorus-line precision. 

Individuals periodically gather com- 
munal circles; they ritually identify those 
who will enact traumatic life experiences. 
Then they sort themselves into smaller 
groups, sometimes echoing the phrases 
the protagonists, sometimes engaging 
playful duets and tasteful orgies. 

Abel and Jeffrey Polston are the chosen 
couple. high platform the side 
the space, they dance intimate but 
strangely passionless duet (Eye the Heart,

1996). Bonded together they were one 
shape, they suggest ancient temple carv- 
ings. They curve around each other, each 
supporting the other slow backbends, 
somersaults, and embracing lifts. 

During subsequent group dance they’re 
lifted off the platform. woman ties 
right hand Polston’s left with cloth (The 
Golden Knot) and they struggle deal with 
this hindrance pulling apart, trying ac- 
commodate each other’s movement, looking 
for the symbiosis had before. Finally 
they lock into erotic pose: she sits his 
lap with her legs wrapped around him and 
they rock gently. After a time three other 
dancers come and untie the knot. 

In The Healing Circle (1996), Wendy Lawson 
dances with three other women. She starts 
falter and they gather help her. 
She seems on the brink of death, and they 
kneel over her body, gesturing like healers 
exorcists try revive her. She rises and 
slowly goes up the steps to the platform, 
where, perhaps spirit, she dances 
bright light while the others conjure over 
the spot where lain. They lift her off 
the platform and bring her back life. 
With Lawson they dance recovery, 
joined the rest the group for closing 
kinship dance. 

The entire evening was skillfully put 
together. The overall calm was jostled by 
the party scenes, the flares ego were 
quickly quenched. But Abel’s prevailing 
swing-and-sway movement seemed limited. 
thought the young dancers looked 
they could take more than she had taxed 
them with. 

The World Breathing illustrated its peaceful 
premise almost too well. Maybe a question 
for all message-driven performance how 
well you can illustrate idea before you be- 
come the all seen those anti-war 
anti-crime movies that fetishize violence. 
dance reminded classics-to-relax 
radio. With its consistently mellow dynam- 
ics and velvet edges, hovered between the 
challenge attentiveness and the forgetful 
ease trance.

Kara Walker’s Civil War

February 1862, with the Civil War not 
yet year old, Union forces took Fort Hen- 
ry, Confederate outpost the Ten- 
nessee River, they began open 
Southern waterways for supply lines. They 
then continued down along the river 
through Confederate Tennessee and into 
Alabama. “We have met the most gratify- 
ing proofs loyalty,” Union lieutenant 
reported. “Men, women, and children, 
several times gathered crowds hun- 
dreds, shouted their welcome, and hailed 
their national flag with enthusiasm 
there was mistaking.” 

illustration published the two- 
volume Pictorial History the Civil War 
1866 and 1868 documents just sucha 
scene. In 2005, New York artist Kara Walk- 
revised the original adding the black 
silhouette African-American woman 
who has tripped the back the white 
throng rushing down the river. She 
wears ragged skirt and kerchief tied 
around her but she’s 
topless. Her presence calls attention 
fully clothed black woman wet-nurse 
slave?) who’s at the back of the crowd in 
the original, dashing along cradling 
white baby her arms. little black boy 
stumbles the ground behind her, 
danger being left behind and maybe 
trampled. 

It’s one the prints from Walker’s 2005 
series “Harper’s Pictorial History the Civil War 
(Annotated),” which is on view at the 
Philips Academy’s Addison Gallery through 
Walker enlarges lithographs the 
originals and screenprints her sig- 
nature black silhouetted characters on top, 
they were graffiti moustaches elegant- 
scrawled billboards. The silhouettes 
become ghosts (a reference to the slur 
“spook”?) haunting the Civil War, interro- 
gating the portrayal African-Americans 
history and their role the war. 

Walker, who’s now 37, lived Califor- 
nia until her family moved Atlanta 
when she was 12. “When was coming 
along in Georgia, I became black in more 
senses than just the kind multicultural 
acceptance that grew with Califor- 
nia,” she said in a 1999 interview with 
New York’s Museum Modern Art.

“Blackness became very loaded subject, 
very loaded thing all about forbid- 
den passions and desires, and all about 
history that’s still living, very 
the shame the South and the shame 
the past; its legacy and its contem- 
porary troubles.” 

While studying Rhode Island School 
of Design, where she earned a master’s de- 
gree in 1994, she made her great formal 
move: reviving the art the 
cut-paper silhouette. had been seen 
decorative and women’s medium and had 
long been out favor except second- 
grade classrooms three strikes against 
the art world. Walker seized for 
these very reasons: was beautiful, 
spoke womanhood, spoke history. 
And the stark black paper stuck white 
walls was elemental metaphor for race. 

The Museum Fine Arts has her The Rich 
Soil Down There, a stenciled paint version in 
black and white gray 2002 cut-paper 
mural, hanging the Upper Galleria its 
West Wing. The scene ante-bellum 
plantation. pants-less black boy carries 
refined white lady atop his head. Her legs 
are fantastically splayed she squeezes out 
puff white shit. (Walker seems repre- 
sent excrement with variety rounded 
drippy shapes.) black man and woman 
are covered white goop. white Sambo, 
with a flower stuck up his ass (looks like a 


Devil's tail), reaches his hand under the 
framing hoop skirt busty girl danc- 
ing with flowers her hands. black girl 
strokes aristocratic white boy’s saber 
cock orgasm. Cartoon crows, like those 
Dumbo, flap above, shitting. 

It’s filthy fantasia race and sex and 
shit, where every bodily urge expressed 
its most animal. And it’s told through 
Walker’s wicked repertory company 
stereotypes: and pickaninnies, 
Sambo and Aunt Jemima and Uncle Ben, 
Neanderthal slave bosses, and the South- 
ern belles and house slaves Gone with the 
most telling and controversial character 
slave vixen forever trying seduce 
and manipulate the “good” and “just” 
white folks. And it’s ultimately about the 
workings power, particularly mani- 
fested racial and sexual relations and 
slavery, their utmost intersection. 

This the terrific and unnerving stuff 
that has shot Walker the heights the 
art world during the past decade, with 
shows the Whitney Biennial, the Metro- 
politan Museum of Art, and the Museum 
Modern Art New York. major retro- 
spective opens Minneapolis’s Walker Art 
Center on February 17.

A black girl squats, shitting atop a 

wounded soldier who’s crawling out of 

the corpse-strewn Deadbrook after the Battle of 

Ezra’s Church. Along wooded path where 

Union general was shot and killed during 
the Battle of Atlanta in July 1864, a giant 
naked pickaninny, missing part of one 
leg, waits smiling for a tiny man who's 
hauling her missing limb his back. 
Part the charge works 
their ambiguity. Maybe the wounded 
pickaninny grinning because, unlike 
the general, she’s survived and con- 
trol. Maybe not. times even 
struggling to determine the race or the 
gender of her characters; that’s when you 
realize how easily such classifications can 
slide into bigoted caricature. 

Exodus Confederates from Atlanta, sil- 
houette of a black man nested in the sil- 
houette of a ponytailed white woman (at 
least think she’s white) frames the black 
man (slave?) in the original scene helping 
the sour, anxious departing whites load 
their possessions onto wagon. Confeder- 
ate soldiers are absent Walker’s Civil 
War. Harper’s was Northern publication, 
focused the Union experience 
the war, but wherever Confederate troops 
appear, Confederate Prisoners Being Con- 
ducted from Jonesborough to Atlanta, Walker 
blots out their presence with the stately 
profile bust black man. 

The brilliance Kara silhou- 
ettes has always lain the way they em- 
bodied their historic sources, without bog- 
ging down direct quotation, and invent- 
new narratives that comment that 
legacy. Here, using Harper’s, she engages 
her sources directly (for the first time, ac- 
cording to the museum), and this lessens 
the scope and power her work. 

But in conjuring the Civil War, Walker 
seems coming sidelong our present 
war. Making blacks the protagonists her 
Civil War scenes when traditional 
(white) accounts they’re bit players 
might lead ask who the bit players 
are today. Who but the Iraqis and the 
Afghanis? Our president tells we’re 
bringing freedom these countries, mak- 
ing Iraqis and Afghanis our partners; yet 
when describes the war, it’s America 
against the insurgents and the terrorists. 
The ordinary people the Middle East are 
bit players, the “collateral damage.” Can 
this mindset unrelated our dismal 
performance?

Ariodante plus Lang Lang Symphony Hall

n Handel's Ariodante — the second of the 

three operas Handel based on Ludovico 

Ariosto’s 16th-century epic romance Or- 

lando furioso (“Mad Roland”), all three of 

which Emmanuel Music presenting 
this season — we move from the sunlit first 
act into a world of moonlight, darkness, de- 
ception, and emotional blindness. Using 
plot device Shakespeare borrowed twice (in 
Much Ado About Nothing and Cymbeline) , Ario- 
dante’s villain, Polinesso, gets his girlfriend, 
Dalinda, to dress up as the Scottish princess 
Ginevra and leave his room in the middle of 
the night. wants the knight Ariodante, 
Ginevra’s betrothed, to think she’s unchaste 
(“impudica”) so he can have Ginevra for 
himself and become the heir to the Scottish 
throne. The evil plot works and Ariodante 
so devastated, he wants to die. 

The title role was composed for the fa- 
mous castrato Carestini (though now it’s al- 
most invariably sung mezzo-soprano 
the great recorded performances are Janet 
Baker and Lorraine Hunt Lieberson, to 
whose memory Emmanuel’s Handel Ariosto 
Opera Festival is dedicated), and Handel 
wrote for him one his very greatest arias: 
“Scherza infida” (“Play, faithless woman, in 
the bosom of your lover while I, betrayed, 
now go, account you, into the arms 
death”). In the middle section, Ariodante 
threatens to have his naked and mournful 
ghost destroy the new romance. Then re- 
peats the first section, even more hopelessly. 
The orchestra plays slow gallop (the knight 
sallying forth into the arms of death?) while 
quiet bassoon wails his heart’s lament. Ar- 
iodante gets choked up, can’t even 
speak complete sentence merely utter- 
ing, repeatedly, the words “infida” (faith- 
less) and “morte” (death). 

The aria is Handel's “To be or not to 
be.” The hero, in extremis, is faced with 
a betrayal of such vastness — a shattering 
of ideals, of his world order — that there’s 
alternative for him but death. 
pulled between his fierce anger and his 
overwhelming sorrow. Suicide not 
an idle threat — it’s a profound, awe- 
inducing mystery. 

Ariodante last Saturday 
night was the young Irish-born mezzo- 
soprano Paula Murrihy, who has sung quite 
a bit in Boston and who was a witty and 
mischievous Second Lady the Santa 
Opera's Zauberflote last summer. This year 
she one three Lorraine 
Hunt Lieberson Fellows, and this was her 
first Handel opera. Her voice has more the 
focused glow soprano than the usually 
thicker mezzo texture, and she has sopra- 
no’s coloratura flexibility. She was outstand- 
ing her first-act aria and duet with 
(the excellent high soprano Sarah 


Pelletier) and in both “Cieca notte” (“Blind 
night”), the aria that begins the third act, 
and its joyous and spectacular counterpart 
that brings down the house near the end, 
“Doppo notte” (“After night”), which Ari 
odante sings across entire two-octave 
range (from A to shining A) — of the new 
sunshine that has replaced the storm that 
almost capsized his boat. 

infida,” she sang with 
precise articulation, limpid tone, musicali- 
ty, and touching sadness. But nothing very 
large seemed to be at stake. There was no 
tension between sadness and rage. No awe 
at facing a mortal mystery. It was an aria 
about someone whose girlfriend had thrown 
him over. It didn’t break my heart. Of course 
Murrihy has plenty of time to learn to point 
words, to vary her tone, to phrase more ex- 
pressively. She’s come long way very 
short time. But she needs to want to do more. 
I hope she wants to. 

The most beautiful and expressive 
singing came from baritone Sanford Sylvan 
the King Scotland. Countertenor Jeffrey 
Gall was splendid villain, using the break 
in his voice — suddenly turning baritone on 
the lowest notes embodiment his 
evil. Soprano Jayne West was perfectly cast 
as the softhearted Dalinda, innocent victim 
her infatuation with Polinesso. Tenor 
Charles Blandy as Lucarnia, Ariodante’s out- 
raged brother, was in more secure voice than 
had been couple weeks ago with the 
Cantata Singers. His tone is a little dry, but 
can the rapid coloratura passage- 
work with some skill. especially liked the 
way Sarah Pelletier switched from docile 
sweetness feisty self-possession. Odo- 
ardo, the king’s courtier, tenor Ryan Turner 
had arias but made the most his recita- 
tives. The chorus and orchestra seemed 
usual high standards. 

Ariodante has lot inspired and unusu- 
al music. Act one concludes with a duet, a 
chorus, and a series of celebratory dances, 
act two with Ginevra’s Mad Scene (the or- 
chestra sobbing with her) and then word- 
less sequence her four nightmares and 
her final pained understatement that she 
can’t find peace even sleep. the very 
end, there’s a ballet and a triumphal cho- 
rus that’s grander and deeper than most 
happy endings. 

This was all the capable hands Em- 
manuel Music’s associate conductor and fre- 
quent continuo keyboardist, Michael Beat- 
tie, whose first full-length opera this was. 
exhibited stylistic and architectural in- 
telligence knew where everything was 
leading and what changes tone and pace 
were required. was especially good let- 
ting the dialogue unfold naturally and 
efficiently, dawdling. But has some

way before achieving Emmanuel music 
director Craig Smith’s uncanny ability let 
the music breathe, convey emotional nu- 
ance and telling, intimate detail within the 
larger framework. Everything about Ario- 
dante was admirable, though the perform- 
ance for the most part didn’t explore Han- 
del’s deepest recesses. The Handel Ariosto 
Opera Festival concludes April when Craig 
Smith returns to conduct Alcina. 

The 1946 Oscar-winning Best Short Ani- 
mation was a Hanna/Barbera Tom & Jerry 
gem called “The Cat Concerto,” which 
Tom, dressed the whiskers full concert 
attire, trying play Liszt’s Second Hungari- 
an Rhapsody but Jerry the Mouse, who’s been 
hibernating the piano, keeps getting 
the way.

Much the main program was also pure 
bravura. The first Granados’s Goyescas 
jota called “Los requiebros” (“The Flirts”), 
but Lang Lang played without much 
sense flirtation dancing. Liszt’s piano 
transcription Isolde’s “Verklarung” (the 
final “Transfiguration” music from Wag- 
ner’s Tristan und Isolde) got sentimentalized, 
and played Liszt’s Sixth Hungarian Rhap- 
sody faster than you could hear the notes. 
His prettiest playing was six short “tradi- 
tional” Chinese works, with tunes older 
he announced — than 1000 or 2000 years, 
but arrangements that sounded like pop 
tunes modern composers awash Im- 
pressionism, Bach, or Argentine tangos. 
(They’re all his new CD, Dragon Songs.) 

The two major pieces the program 
were B-flat Piano Sonata, K.333, 
which was elegant but brittle didn’t 
breathe, and great C-major 
Fantasia, piece Lang Lang clearly loves. 
(He hunched over the soft parts; he 
stretched out his arms and leaned back, 
barely bending his elbows; stared out 
the side looked heavenward though 
these standards, suppose also loves the 
Second Hungarian Rhapsody.) His quiet play- 
ing was full delicate color; his loud play- 
ing all tended melodrama. can’t seem 
Slow sections got stretched out shape, 
and almost everything fast was far, far too 
fast musical.

And hadn’t the Horseshoes actually lost the 
moribund Texans, 27-24, just week after the 
Patriots had dismantled Houston, 40-7, Week 
14? And New England just knocked off

The team finished 12-4 the regular season and 
got the AFC title game spite losing safety 
Rodney Harrison and linebacker Junior Seau for 
the bulk the season, addition getting little 
nothing out defensive back Eugene Wilson, 
versatile fullback Patrick Pass, starting punter 
Josh Miller, and cornerback Randall Gay. 
Patriots ended Injured Reserve, while 
starters Ellis Hobbs and Tedy Bruschi suffered 
through fractured wrists, and tight ends Ben

The 2002 NFL season began euphoria; not only 
were the Patriots the defending champs after 
stunning the Rams the Crescent City, but brand- 
new Gillette Stadium was completed and open 

for business. The defending champs christened

Mourn not for these Patriots, nor dread their 
future (even though next schedule 
includes the Giants, Baltimore, Pittsburgh, San 
Diego, Indy, Philadelphia, and Cincinnati, along 
with their full complement AFC East foes).

“Happiness hard come this life, and 
this team has given more than our share.”

The closest the Hoosier 
State has come to popping the Champagne was 
in 2000, when the hometown Pacers fell to the LA 
Lakers the NBA Finals. That remains the only 
time the city’s fairly middling history that one 


of its pro teams even reached the 
championship round in any sport. 
Until now, that is. 


Colts will get the 
chance stake claim the 
Ctst championship when they take 
on the Bears in Super Bowl XLI in 
Miami Sunday. has been long 
wait for Colts fans, who can’t exactly 
take credit (nor likely remember) the 
Horseshoes’ last NFL title 16-13 
victory over the Dallas Cowboys (as 
the Baltimore Colts) in Super Bowl V 
back in 1971. Realistically, for most 
teams, reaching the Super Bowl is 
accomplishment, and while folks 
around New England have lately 
become accustomed said event 

as a fairly regular event during this 
illustrious decade, (and should 
be) a big deal everywhere else 

especially NFL cities starving for 
championship. Who are they, and 
how close are they duplicating 
Indianapolis’s opportunity? 


Arizona Cardinals: Created 

1933, the Chicago-St. Louis 
Cardinals franchise failed to qualify 
for the playoffs for straight 
seasons between 1949 and 1974, 
and the St. Louis incarnation only 
reached the postseason three times 
total in their 28-year residence 
(losing the opening round the 
playoffs each time) before Chally 
getting the city Phoenix, Arizona, 
take the dismal team off its hands 
time for the 1988 season. the 
franchise’s seasons the desert, 
the (who 1994 became 
the entire state’s mess, being 
renamed the Arizona Cardinals) have 
reached the playoffs once, under 
Jake “The Snake” Plummer, in 1998. 
This past season was the eighth 
straight season since then that the 
Cards have missed the playoffs. 


Atlanta: The Falcons’ team history 
is unquestionably dubious as well: 
Atlanta has missed the playoffs in 30 
its seasons, and its only sniff 
title was the 1998 Super 
loss to the John Elway-led Broncos. 
Michael Vick Co. have reached 
least the conference semis in two of 
the last Cyve years, but they’ve missed 
out on the postseason each of the 
last two seasons despite preseason 
optimism that the team was on the 
right track. The city Atlanta 
long-suffering pretty much every 
other sport well: the Braves have 


but one World Series title in their 41-year history 
(despite contending for the pennant the 
past seasons); the Atlanta Hawks hoops team 
is perpetually in disarray and has never won an 
NBA title; and neither the city’s hockey teams 
the pre-Calgary Flames nor the current Thrashers 
has come close winning Stanley Cup. 


Buffalo: Hard believe, but like Indianapolis, 
the proud city Buffalo has never won

professional title the NFL, NBA, NHL. Oh, 
they’ve come close right, but four consecutive 
Super Bowl losses in the early ‘90s does not a 
championship city make (although the Bills did 
capture back-to-back AFL titles in 1964 and 
1965). Currently, the Bills are going through 

seven-year playoff drought, and while things 
always seem gradually improving, the 
franchise has only enjoyed one winning season 


since 1999. Buffalo didn’t even 
reach the Super Bowl for its 
time until Super XXV (despite 
Simpson’s exploits the early 
‘70s), in 1990, but once it got 
there, it made it an annual affair 

— at least for the subsequent three 
seasons. Unfortunately, all four 
resulted losses. They 
been back since. 


Carolina: The Panthers franchise 
has only been existence since 
1995, so their fans aren’t exactly 
“long-suffering” down there; 
nonetheless, they’ve had high 
hopes for the Cats ever since 
their squad reached the Super 
only its ninth season 
existence. That championship- 
game appearance, 4a memorable 
32-29 loss the Patriots 2004, 
fueled hopes that the team would 
consistent participant the 
title game for years come. That 
happened, for one reason 
or another, although Carolina did 
reach the conference title game last 
season (losing the Seahawks); 
this year’s edition, picked many 
to be a championship contender, 
struggled all season long route

Cincinnati: Things had apparently 
turned around for good the 
Queen City after last season’s 11-5 
Chish (and division crown) the 
previously-dubbed “Bungles,” but 
Marvin Lewis’s squad could not build 
its 2005 success this season and 
Chished run-of-the-mill 8-8. The 
Bengals could have clinched their 
second straight postseason berth 
with win any their Chal three 
games of the 2006 campaign, but 
they dropped all three Indy, 
Denver, and Pittsburgh Chish 
While things are looking for 
the squad under leadership, 
the team’s history has been starkly 
mediocre over the years. Other than 

the Joe Montana-led 49ers 1981 
and 1988, the team has missed the 
playoffs the last seasons 
since 1982, including a streak of 14 
straight misses from 1991 through 
2004. Overall, Cincy’s reached the 
postseason just eight seasons 
its 39-year history. 


Cleveland: Northern Ohioans 
were prepared rejoice two years 
ago; after years the wilderness 


inept head coaches, they supposedly had 
bona winner coming board former Pats 
defensive guru Romeo Crennel. Unfortunately 
for those diehard Browns fans, it’s been more 
the same despite the Belichick protégé’s much- 
heralded arrival. This is truly a sad story for an 


organization with such rich football history. The 


Browns won three NFL championships the 
and another one in 1964, but ever since the onset 


the “Super and the AFL-NFL merger, 
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the Browns’ efforts replicate their past successes 
have been futile. And painful. Despite dozens lousy 
teams over the years, the Browns did reach the AFC 
title game three times four years between 1986 and 
1989, only lose each one Elway and his Bronco- 
busters. Since then, Cleveland hasn’t even 
for the postseason the past seasons, and 
that doesn’t even include that dark three-year period 
when the proud city saw its team and move 
Baltimore, thereby leaving the city’s football fans with 
one root for not even pathetic one until 
the Browns re-formed for the 1999 season. 


Detroit: The Lions, like the Browns, are still waiting 
for their visit the premier event. The Lions 
have not been to the post-season in seven seasons, 
and have accumulated double-digit loss totals each 
the last six years. Early the team’s history, 
the Lions won NFL titles in 1935, 1952, 1953, and 
1957, but their stretch of futility in the modern era of 
the league fairly unmatched. Since 1970, Detroit 
has reached the playoffs just eight times, and only 
once has the team advanced far the conference 
championship game. seems ancient history, but the 
Lions did actually get into the playoffs times 
the 1990s, but lost the opening round each time. 
Since that last appearance, in 1999, the organization 
has failed reach the postseason each and every 
season, and they've only tallied up 24 wins over the 
course the last six seasons combined. 


Houston: The Texans franchise has been the NFL 
for seasons now, and after gradually improving 
over the course its three seasons culminating 
with 7-9 2004 the team has retreated,

going 2-14 last season and 6-10 this year. It’s 
too early say what direction this organization 
headed, but hopes bring Super 
championship to Houston eventually - something 
the city’s previous NFL tenant, the Oilers (1960- 
1996), never did.

Chicago when the Pats fell behind the 2-6 Bears, 
30-19, with less than minutes play. But the 
gremlins the magical season prior resurfaced, 
and the Pats got some key refs’ and some 


New Orleans: was long, long wait for the 
city New Orleans see their Saints even reach 
the NFC conference championship, but the team 
Chally did improbably this past season after 
disastrous 3-13 2005 campaign. The Saints’ 
overall NFL history not pretty, though; they 
didn’t even make the playoffs for their time 
until the team’s 21* season, and they still only 
have six playoff appearances show for their 
lengthy tenure the NFL. Yet they’ve got the 
league’s Coach the Year Sean Payton and 
rookie sensation Reggie Bush the 
(along with Pro Bow! Drew Brees), things 
are apparently looking for this long-cursed 
franchise. 


Philadelphia: Maybe it’s just me, but still 
seems puzzling that this franchise has only 
reached pair Super Bowls (in 1981 and 
2004), and has yet win one. The Eagles began 
play way back 1933, missing the playoffs every 
year until the breakthrough season 1947. The 
team actually won NFL titles the subsequent two 
seasons, 1948 and 1949, before taking another 
break from postseason play for the next 
seasons. Yikes. Since 1978, the Eagles have 
been fairly regular visit the playoffs, save for 
six-year drought between 1982 and 1988, and 
currently the Eagles are enjoying stretch that 
has seen them playoff-bound for six the past 
seven years.

hook-up narratives and percus- 
sive it, Justin explains that 
he doesn’t want to just find someone 
can “do insane” with. wouldn’t 
mind scoring a chick he can talk to on 
the phone all night long, someone who 
has personality long she’s bof- 
fable. In other words, someone who 
can fill Cameron’s vacancy. She may 
also the muse for FS/LS’s last and 
most surprising track, the soulful Rick 
Rubin-produced “Another Song (All 
Over Again).” Here, Justin owns up to 
his horrible behavior wholesome, 
unthreatening falsetto. The verses have 
him apologizing, offering change, 
and begging no, groveling before 

this girl love him again. that 
order. has the kind lyrics and har- 
mony that manipulate emotions 
with ease, similar the vaguely dis- 
turbing way Extreme Makeover: Home Edition 
does. don’t want weeping into 
tissue such maudlin expressions 
faith and devotion, but find desper- 
ate enjoyment it, all the same. 

However, amid the cynics and 
Satirists, beat-saturated hip-hop 
atmosphere, tracks like “Another Song” 
hold back FS/LS instead propelling 
forward. Sure, might one the 
finest songs Justin has ever recorded. 
But its subject, and the sense that 
reflects the same anecdotes he’s accus- 
tomed to telling, is exactly what causes 
people wrinkle their noses before 
they wrap themselves Timbaland’s 
beats and Justin’s insatiable melodies. 

reminds critics too much the now- 
antiquated “Cry River” 
just as it reminds weary listeners whom 
Justin was this close wooing that the 
self-assured player who crowed over hav- 
ing “sexy ladies all over the floor” 30 
minutes ago still just boy without 
backbone. 

This could why New Yorker pop-music 
critic Sasha Frére-Jones cleverly roasted 
Justin’s claim bring sexy back his 
FS/LS review: “It’s like proposing bring 
back petroleum, the N.F.L.” Frére-Jones 
goes on to argue that Justin is most com- 
fortable “on bended knee,” writing lusty 
symphonies for the beautiful girl let 
slip away. Yet when decided 
back to basics, Justin wisely traded in J.C. 
Chavez and Lance Bass for Three Mafia 
and will.i.am. They’re like the besieged 
musician’s version couple trophy 
wives. With them by his side, Justin’s 
shelf-life generic heartthrob run- 
ning out he’s gotten too edgy for that 
packaging. But becoming cool asso- 
ciation can work environment 
unstable as high school, there’s a chance 
it could work for Justin as well. 

This past September, participated 
a telephone conference call with Justin 
and more than dozen other journalists 
from various media outlets. The vibe 
the interview had quite range. ques- 
tion, about the remixed refrain-repeti- 
tions in FS/LS, was stuttered in a breath- 
less quiver-voice inevitable humili- 
ation considering have several pictures 
from Justin’s Fashion Rocks spread tenderly 
affixed the walls cubicle. Then 
there were the hard-headed gossip- 
grubbers who wanted know whether 
would ever get back together (fat 
chance), the coy doubters who cared more 
about Justin’s middling acting aspira- 
tions than his album (he’d rather “do 
some genuine acting” than movie 
star), and the sharp professionals who 
poked and prodded until gave his 
motivations for launching solo career 
(he wanted something that satisfied 
his “creative urge”). Near the end the 
interview, one writer goaded him about

whether FS/LS would rise number one 
on the charts (it did spend 17 weeks at 
number one, with three songs the 
Billboard Hot 100 chart as of last week) and 
what it would mean if it didn’t. Justin 
paused, then rushed to retort. “It’s hard 
because it’s a business, but it is my art, 
and you know, the latter half that 
more important me,” said. Then 
came the kicker. think I’m extreme- 
lucky artist that get tour well, 
and think that I’ve kind built sort 
understanding, least out there, that 
when you come see my show you're going 
to be — you’re going to enjoy it. You’re 
going have good time and 
going entertained, that’s another 
thing kind have going for me.” 

Oh, Justin. Why did you feel the need to 
tack that half-assed “kind of” vain 
attempt at modesty? Even you are in awe 
how well you dance, isn’t that right? 
And even you know that your undeniable 
charisma and brilliantly executed choreog- 
raphy somehow balance out your post-boy- 
band status and lack indie cred. 

In fact, that’s what currently saves 
Justin from the cut-out bin and what, at 
present, also destroys his prospects get- 
ting five-star album review that doesn’t 
mention the Mickey Mouse Club, or hav- 
ing the top single 2006 Idolator. 
com’s Jackin’ Pop poll. Another crossover 
hip-hop act, Gnarls Barkley, took that 
honor and while Cee-Lo may not have 
Justin’s moves, was also not his fate 
discovered Lou Pearlman.

God knows J.T.’s falsetto is less 
painful, and least New York Times music 
scribe Jon Pareles has never gone so far as 
deride Justin for being the most insuf- 
ferable performer earth. perhaps 
it’s Justin’s destiny to follow in David 
Bowie’s footsteps, another musical hero 
wonder boy like Nigel Godrich and craft 
some bizarre psychedelic electro-glam 
record that club kids who have never even 
heard Ziggy Stardust will find irresist- 
ible. Could ground-breaking? Will 
be an absolute joke? When you're only 26, 
with Sidekick full industry contacts 
and the inclination to surprise everyone, 
even bigger transformation could 
the wings. 

Justin has become artist, though 
the moment, he’s also the type singer 
cheesy enough clutch his 
heart when sings about relationships. 
This what ranks him one the best 
guilty pleasures available. The label also 
leaves him defenseless, incapable ris- 
ing above it, wasting too much energy 
fighting the boy-band stigma, fake 
modesty, and hip-hop anthems where 
he’s fornicating and feeling sorry for 
later instead flirting and falling 
love. Justin has time left on the clock to 
amend this there’s hidden potential 
him yet, and may become larger than 
even realizes. But for now, mat- 
ter how hard he tries to make me forget, 
when I think about Justin, my adoration 
will continue hinge three incidents 
that have tarnished his career.

His story would very dull with- 
out these misadventures: someone 
ages alongside their art, the mistakes 
they make are often what keep them 
interesting.

That said, getting them 
here, and keeping them coming, poses 
real challenges that will dog even the most 
seasoned tourist-industry and PR pros, 
however confident they are that millions 
upon millions of yen will soon be clinking 
into Boston’s coffers.

Asked what visitors might find disap- 
pointing about the city, Frederick says 
that well-heeled Japanese will put out 
that “not much high-end shop- 
ping,” there larger “I’m sure 
Newbury Street and the Copley Place Mall 
could market themselves better to that 
community.” She also mentions that gift- 
giving intrinsic Japanese culture, and 
that visitors will “looking for interest- 
ing, easy to carry memorabilia to send 
back home.” 

From Gucci and Louis Vuitton 
Yawkey Way souvenir stores, “merchants 
every level should preparing them- 
selves for Japanese customers,” Grilli says. 

Restaurants should notice too: 
Japanese] like eat out, but not 
necessarily huge portions food,” says 
Frederick.

still don’t get the thing about restaurants 
clothing stores. First worry about wearing 
the right clothes, and then worry about get- 
ting food them. Fashionistas tell you get 
the latest styles; foodies chase the old-time 
flavors. But Tess Enright and Carlos Pava, who 
have put this restaurant next their Tess 
Carlos boutique, get the food thing. you 
need get the top designers for clothing 
store, then you need get top chef for your 
they got Susan Regis (previ- 
ously reviewed the lamented Biba and 
UpStairs on the Square), who does wonderful 
things here. 

Here’s her breadbasket: big sheets crack- 
bread thin cardboard, but flavorful 
with wheat and coated with oil, and micro 
rolls sweet with raisins and fennel. And here’s 
her pour extra-virgin olive oil: square 
saucer with a little of the green, fruity stuff 
slowly diffusing into the golden, garlic- 
infused kind. 

that’s not enough wow for you, direct- 
ly to the pizzas, such as the pizza rosso ($15). 
There’s wood-fired brick oven this little 
place, and Puck Wolfgangs, English 
Todds this what thin-crust pizza 
supposed be: thin, crisp, and slightly 
charred beneath, all fresh-bread flavor at the 
The toppings are smoked tomato, with 
more tomato than smoke the flavor, and 
“Pava pepperoni,” slices sausage with 
much fennel red pepper. 

For more conventional appetizers, the 
orange-zested scallops ($12) were two large sea 
scallops with honest seafood flavor, despite 
the decorations, which included couple 
lobster-tomalley toasts. You might mistake 
them for anchovy-mushroom. salad aru- 
gula, fennel, and prosciutto ($10) was lovely 
all parts, especially the sweet and thin slices 
pear, shaved fennel bulb blanched simi- 
lar texture, top-shelf prosciutto, and arugula 
that came close good gets for the 
dead winter. 

favorite entrée was “Heritage Berkshire 
Pork” ($30). The “heritage” part means that 
the meat comes from pedigreed black Berk- 


shire hogs: fattier, darker, and tastier than 
the bred-lean modern pork. This meat first 
caught with gourmands Japan, and 

it’s sometimes marketed here kurobuta 
(“black pig”). little some dumplings 
at Oishii Boston, but now | can order a whole 
chop. been wearing reviewing 
clothes, would have squealed out loud. This 
some pork. comes little mashed po- 
tato, with fried leaves of escarole, tiny sautéed 
bits turnip, and honeycrisp-apple “ravioli.” 
The quotation marks are theirs, what they 
little bacon-tasting filling between 
ultra-thin slices sautéed apple. 

For actual pasta, tried the cappelletti 
zuca ($12/half order; $24/full order), which is 
stuffed pasta larger than tortellini, smaller 
than ravioli. The stuffing and the sauce are 
sweetened kabocha squash, with fried sage 
leaves, endive, and black trumpet mushrooms 
as garnishes. 

Seared swordfish ($16) is served here on 
a bed of sweet-sour black lentils, with arti- 
choke hearts on the side. That yellow sauce 
that looks like hollandaise? That would 
Meyer lemon zabaglione. Kind frothed 
hollandaise, actually. The fish wasn’t large, 
but was choice. 

The wine list here Italian and Ameri- 
can, pricey, but also choice. In my efforts 
to work through the Italian 2003 vintage, I 
picked Capezzana Super Tuscan Sangiovese, 
Barco Reale di Carmignano 2003 ($10/glass; 
$36/bottle), one the few bottles under $40. 
angle was that Carmignano north 
the Chianti classico zone, and has ripeness 
problems some vintages, the super-hot 
2003 vintage might winner there. That 
was quite true, this was big red wine for 
Tuscany, full of fruit, with some tannin in 
the finish but not lacking acidity. The listing 
littie confusing, let disambiguate: 
Tenuta Capezzana the producer. “Super 
Tuscan” implies modern planting non- 
traditional cabernet sauvignon grapes, but 
has had some cabernet the 
blend for hundreds years.

usually a minor player in super Tuscans, but 
here provides a wonderful nose of dark fruit. 
And “Barco Reale Carmignano” actually 
the market term for second wine Car- 
This means there regular (and 
more expensive) Carmignano from Capezzana 
out there, which I'd like to buy for my house. 
Decaf coffee ($3) was outstanding, and tea 
($5) is served loose-leaf in an Asian pot, as it 
should be. 

The desserts here are not missed. 
favorite was the hazelnut pavé ($10), a kind of 
thickened slab ambrosial pudding. couple 
the choices featured those sub-acid Meyer 
lemons. For example, the lemon chess tart 
($10) is similar to a more granular lemon curd 
the pastry one’s dreams, with side dish 
Meyer lemon ice. And lemon semifreddo 
($10) is a four-sided pyramid of lemon mousse, 
pretty solidly freddo (frozen), but warming 
to semi-frozen after a while. Say what you will 
about lemon desserts, but they don’t threaten 
most of your clothing. The braver or darker 
dressed will want the chocolate fig cake ($10), 
which has plenty chocolate, done into 
sort crumbly burger shape, like Italian 
fig cake, and covered with whole-grain stuff 
that doesn’t really make a crust. One is easily 
distracted the amazing eggnog gelato 
the side and a chocolate candy rhombus in the 
shape sail. 

The owner tends to send extra dishes to 
enthusiastic tables. Since three ordered 
four desserts, she sent the gelati the day 
($8), burmt-sugar and mocha, which were 
rich the eggnog and came with fresh 
rolled pizzelle (the original ice-cream cone), 
plus couple fine shortbread cookies. 

Service was criticized in some early re- 
views, but ours was fine. Servers did forget 
to replace some forks between courses and 
became little confused the inter- 
ventions. But they look good their all-black 
outfits (available next door), and describe the 
food accurately.
